The P. O. Dept. sent a dis- 
play of artists’ drawings, photos and 
progress prints to this event. In this 
was a trial color in postage stamp 
size of the proposed stamp mention- 
ed above and of which a copy of the 
2c stamp is reproduced herewith. 


This reminds that a stamp series 
was in preparation for King Edward 
VIII who abdicated after a few 
months reign and was succeeded by 
Geo. VI. As far as we know the de- 
sign of this Edward VIII stamp was 
never made public. 

Other sets that made progress to- 
ward production but never appear- 
ed were a Macdonald-Cartier set and 
a Centenary of Peace set commem- 
orating 100 years of peace between

This Barbados set is indeed attrac- 
tive in bi-colors and should have a 
great welcome by all B.W.L. collec- 
tors. 

Topical collectors are in for anoth- 
er feast, the new summer charity is- 
sue by the Netherlands of the “Flow- 
ers of the field” is a beautiful set 
and will tickle the fancy of many 
collectors of these delightful issues. 

I read that the 2s stamp of Cay- 
mans in yellow green of 1938 is caus- 
ing quite a rumpus overseas and is 
almost impossible to come by in mint 
condition. The blue green shade was 
issued in 1943 and can be bought 
reasonably. I note the CW catalogue 
prices the scarce stamp at 10s mint 
and lls used so that our London 
correspondent seems to be out in his 
calculations in the matter of value. 
This yellow green Cayman 2s is just 
an item I am looking for, with sev- 
eral other scarce shades ‘in George 
6th listing's. 

It won’t be long now before we are 
through with George 6th posthum- 
ous issues and likely as not these 
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late editions in no time at all could 
be in short supply.

A paper read before the Toronto 
Philatelic Club by Dr. A. Boultbee, 


The great question among the 
philatelists and philatelic societies 
seems to be how to gain recruits to 
their rank, for the true philatelist 
finds his chief pleasure in “com- 
parison,” “competition” and “com- 
pletion,’ and for these is necessary 
the fourth C, “companionship.” 


Nothing is so difficult to under- 


stand as the “solitary” collector, he 
who collects all by himself, hoards 
up his stamps, and pores over them 
in his den in a solitary loneliness, 
missing the double enjoyment of 
sharing his pleasures and triumphs 
with companions interested as he is. 

A common mistake, however, is 
- often given utterance to, namely how 
we can get new collectors to recruit 
or swell our ranks: a glance at our 
own, or any other society’s member- 
ship list, or among our acquaintances. 
shows us the ever changing ranks 
of philatelists. To be sure there are 
some who are stayers and are always 
with us, but the changes of value in 
a popular catalogue over a period of 
five years, are outshadowed by the 
changes in a list of philatelists dur- 
ing the same length of time. 

Again, if we inquire among our 
acquaintances, or intimate friends, 
we find few, if any there are, who 
have not at some time collected 
stamps. Therefore, the question is 
not how to gain new collectors, but 
how to treat the beginner so as to 
make him permanent in our ranks. 

For the subject of our paper the 
beginner can be divided into a junior 
and senior, in many ways they are 
identical. The lack of seriousness and 
the feeling of impossibility to cope 
with the enormous field of philately 
seem to be the pit-fall of the junior 
stamp collector, and it is toward 
avoiding, or to give a helping hand 
over these two obstacles, that the 
earnest philatelist should give his 
attention. 

The first stage of the junior is to 
get the common stamps of his own 
and other familiar countries that 
come in his way without effort, affix 
them in a waste or half-used account

book, without reference to country, 
arrangement or condition; and it is 


right here that the lesson can begin. 
Without tiring or boring a boy, he 
can be advised, first, as to regularity 
of arrangement, to place his stamps 
in line, or even designs, to group 
them into countries, and further still, 
into similar types of designs or is- 
sues. It is not advisable to go to the 
extent of having each country on a 
different page, for nothing looks 
more hopeless or cheerless than one 
or two stamps on each page, but to 
group each of three or four countries 
on a page. This is likely to increase 
his interest in his stamps. It is then 
advisable to point out the value of 
condition, and to show at least that 
torn and damaged stamps are of no 
value, and of the increased value of 
clean and well centred specimens. 
But a boy very soon outgrows this 
stage, and unless he is kindly en- 
couraged at this point, he loses in- 
terest from having reached the limit 
of his resources, and, marble season 
coming ’round, he swaps his collec- 
tion (?) for a handful of shooters. 

It is at this stage that philately 
loses thousands, even more, probably 
ninety per cent of its recruits, and, 
if only ten per cent of them can be 
saved for permanent collectors, our 
clubs would need larger meeting 
rooms. If it is the experience of any 
of us to meet with a collector at this 
stage, would it not be well to point 
out that with the start already gain- 
ed, a nice collection might be built 
up in the next stamp season, and ad- 
vise putting away the nucleus al- 
ready made along with a promise to 
initiate him into further stages of 
the hobby, rather than sacrificing it 
for the new attraction? 

But the seed of the valuable truth, 
that what is worth beginning is 
worth continuing, and what is worth 
doing is worth doing well, can here 


be sown. If you are successful, you 


have made a great gain for philately, 
and done the boy lasting good, and, 
when the new stamp season comes 
around, you can easily lead him into 
studying more fully with the aid of 
a catalogue the stamps he already 
has with a view of arranging’ and 
remounting them into another album, 
even, if a blank acount book is still 
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the receptacle. It is to be deplored 
that the only catalogues easily pro- 
curable are far too complicated and 
amar 

bewildering for the beginner, nor 
does the cheap album with a few 
illustrations seem of any value, as 
they are of little assistance as guides 
leading only to confusion, and the 
larger and more complete albums on- 
ly lead back to the original feeling 
of cheerlessness, from the preponder- 
ance of blank spaces, and to our 
second pitfall the hopelessness of any 
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plete collection and therefore, by 
wise limitations, the possibility of 
completion, within close limits. 

This sails closely to the dangerous 
sands of specialism, which at this 
stage cannot but be injurious to a 
philatelist, for the qualification of 
a good philatelist is to be able to 
appreciate the good points of any 
stamp or collection of stamps, and 
such foundation can only be laid by 
a general collection during boyhood 
at least. But a wise limit can be 


placed, if the coming Croker spends 
his pocket money on them, but wiser 
still, at this age, it is to advise that 
collector earns his collection.

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There are two ways this can be done, 
one by gathering of the current 
stamps of his country, cleaning, 
counting and packing them with the 
chance of picking up many of those 
of higher value, which he can dis- 
pose of to his dealer in exchange for 
stamps. The second way is to corres- 
pond with collectors of foreign coun- 
tries, and exchange with them such 
duplicates of stamps of his own 
country as he may find in his hunts. 
In this way a keen business instinct 
and a fairly general knowledge of 
foreign countries can be formed, and 
a far greater and more permanent 
interest in a collection of stamps can 
be cultivated than by a mere visit to 
a local dealer on Saturday morning 
and the spending of his week's poe- 
ket money. Besides there is always 
the feeling of having earned his col- 
lection, and about the proudest col- 
lector is the one who can tell you his 
stamps cost him nothing. 

Perhaps tne most important thing 
to avoid is patronizing a boy. If you 
do, he will either give up you or his 
collection in disgust. Do not give him 
stamps, as we so often hear advised, 
or pat him on the head, but make 
him independent by bringing you 
common stamps in exchange, even if 
you do not want them. Do not show 
him your specialized collection and 
tell him how many  fifty-dollar 
stamps you have, or how many of 
your single stamps are worth his 
whole collection. It is wise in dealing 
with a very young collector to con- 
fine yourself to his own collection, 
using only your own to illustrate ar- 
rangement or condition. 


To sum up, interest the junior col- 
lector by encouragement in the direc- 
tion of arrangement, neatness and 
perfection of condition. Teach him in- 
dependence by letting him earn his 
stamps, and let him feel that he is 
just as important as the millionaire 
who buys “Post-office Mauritius,” if 
he follows out whatever he aims at 
earnestly. Teach him to avoid spe- 
cialism, minor varieties, and valuing 
stamps by their size and beauty, 
teach him to make a distinct aim in 
some definite direction in his collec- 
tion, and to avoid being the cat’s 
paw of every new fad fostered up to 
bleed his pocket. If you have suc- 
ceeded in these, you will have made a 
nhilatelist who will come back to the 
hobby year after year and will event- 


ually burst from the crysalis into the 
full fledged butter-fly of the science 
of philately. 


A few words will suffice for the 
senior philatelist. If by good fortune 
he has continued steadily from the 
junior period he is already incurable 
and does .not need our attention. 
Even if he was not in any way earn- 
est as a boy, as a senior he will be 
a fairly certain quantity. But many 
there are who take up philately as 
a recreation from business rush of 
the day with very little previous 
knowledge of the subject. What are 
their pitfalls? Overeagerness, impa- 
tience, ignorance of values, ignorance 
of the value of condition, more espe- 
cially in rare stamps, fear of ridicule, 
absence of the fourth C, companion- 
ship. Overeagerness and impatience 
lead to many an early downfall 
through buying everything offered, 
leading to the accumulation of poor 
specimens and often to the outlay of 
more money than can be spared 
which ends in the disposal of the col- 
lection and the philatelic death of a 
promising recruit. Ignorance of value 
is the greatest stumbling block of all, 
for it cannot possibly last forever, 
and when the victim awakes to find 
he has been paying through the nose 
for rubbish, he gives up in disgust. 

The pride of a man is naturally 
injured when he meets other collec- 
tors, who have the same and better 
stamps than his own, which they pur- 
chased at about half the price, espe- 
cially if the victim is accustomed to 
pride himself and is, in his own busi- 
ness, a shrewd businessman, 

A collector cannot cut his eye-teeth 
too soon, he cannot be taught too 
soon how and what grade and condi- 
tion of stamps to buy, what market 
to buy in, and what price to pay for 
it. It is a mistake on the part of 
those who are interested in the sale 
of stamps to suppose that ignorance 
on the part of collectors is to their 
advantage. Is it not better to make 
ten per cent on $2,000 than fifty per 
cent on $200? Is it not better that 
collectors should have a full and gen- 
eral knowledge of values and market 
in philately as in any business so 
that the poor business man and the 
dishonest in philately should go to 
the wall as in any other business? 
To sum up, preach the doctrine of 
“everything comes to him who waits” 
and encourage the study of every- 
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thing in connection with stamps, 
especially the value of condition, 
create the exchange of ideas and 


knowledge by regular intermingling 
with each other — create healthy 
rivalry and competition.

LONDON SOCIETY 





The London Philatelic Society of 
London, Ontario have held some very 
interesting meetings of late, and we 
are passing same on to the readers 


of Popular Stamps. At our March 
21st meeting, Prof. G. Harold Reave- 
ly, head of the Geology Department 
of the University of Western On- 
tario, addressed the Society on “Pe- 
troleum and Philately” which the 
speaker related were closely related 
as they were born at approximately 
the same time. The total world pro- 
duction of oil is about four billion 
barrels, of which the U.S.A. produces 
56 per cent. Canada is well to the 
front and growing fast, in 1950 she 
proluced 20 million barrels, while last 
year it was increased to 35 million, 
and is found mostly in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. The world's greatest 
oil reserves are found along the 
Athabasca River in Northern Al- 
berta, various estimates from one 
hundred to over two hundred billion 
barrels have been given. This far 
exceeds the total oil produced in the 


world to the present time, the dif- 
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ficulty in this source is that the oil 
is in the form of semi-fluid, too vis- 
cous to flow, and up to late no 
economic process has been evolved 


for its recovery, this will some day 
be done and Canada will be looked 
upon as a fabulous producer of oil 
from the Athabasca tar sands. 

Venezuela produces 7 per cent of 
the world's oil and in 1938 issued 
stamps to commemorate this indus- 
try, Columbia also issued stamps de- 
picting oil derricks on her stamps, 
also the USSR honors the oil indus- 
try on her stamps, some stamps show 
the oil derricks below the Caspian 
Sea. It is most fitting that Canada 
should have issued a stamp com- 
memorating this great industry, and 
it is amazing that the United States 
has never honored same. 

Prof. Reavely’s lecture was illus- 
trated with lantern slides and also 
motion pictures. 

May 16th is the annual meeting of 
the London Philatelic Society, which 
closed down until the 19th of Sep- 
tember, and the program committee 
promises many wonderful events for 
the fall season.

U.S. NOTES 


By Marion Dick Peyton 





A new record was established for 
number of first day cancellations on 
a high denomination stamp when 
the 80c air mail was placed on sale 
at Honolulu. 

The reports are that some 88,500 
covers went through the cancelling 
machine and first day sales amount- 
ed to $115,530.40. There have been 
few first day sales when more than 
50,000 covers have been cancelled. 
Only 54,580 covers were cancelled the 
29th October, 1951, when the 50c air 
mail stamp was placed on sale at St. 
Louis, Mo. The new 80c air mail has 
a design featuring Hawaii’s famous 
“Diamond Head.” 


Tne United Nations Postal Admin- 
istration plan to issue a stamped 
envelope, an air letter sheet, and a 
postal card. The U.N. Flag will be 
illustrated on the envelope and air 
letter sheet. The 2c post card will 
picture the U.N. Headquarters in 
New York. These items will be print- 
ed in the United States. 

A big celebration is planned at 
Georgetown, S.C., for the first day 
sale of the 3¢ commemorative honor- 
ing Lafayette on the 13th June. More 
than 2,000 pieces of mail have al- 
ready been received by the P.O. there 
in regard to the first day sale. 

A new Highway Post Office was 
inaugurated between Cadillac and 
Grand Rapids, Mich., on the April 26. 

An issue date will be selected the 
first week in October for the com- 
memorative honoring the nation’s 
newspaper boys. Rapid City, S. Da- 
kota likely as the first day office. 
The Mount Rushmore Memorial 
stamp design will feature the Mount 
Rushmore Memorial with the mas- 
sive heads of presidents Washington, 


Jefferson, Lincoln and Theodore 
Roosevelt. The color of the Grand 


Coulee stamp is green. The Guten- 
berg stamp will have its first day 
on September 30. 

New issues proposed for 1953 in- 
clude one for 150th anniversary of 
the Louisiana Purchase and one for 
the 100th anniversary of the institu- 
tion of territorial government in the 
state of Washington. Postal author- 


ities have already stated that the 
1953 commemorative program will be 
a long series similar to the Famous 
Americans of 1940 and then would 
certainly exceed the limited 12. In- 
troduction of bills for new commem- 
oratives do not mean that they will 
appear, however. 

The writer wouid like to hear from 
others who have covers of the Royal 
Train (1951 Tour) that have differ- 
ent dates of cancellation and in Eng- 
list and with different stamps of 
Queen Elizabeth II. 

The covers I have, have French 
cancels and the 1951 stamp issued 
for the Royal Visit. 

In Popular Stamps for April under 
“Rambling Gossip”, the writer seems 
to be having trouble getting the 
Kenya Royal Visit Set. These stamps 
have been purchased by speculators 
evidently and they are priced at 75c 
in London now. But they can be pur- 
chased here for much less. There is 
no foundation to the report that they 
were withdrawn by the sudden de- 
parture of Queen Elizabeth for home. 
All supplies were exhausted in the 
nine days they were on sale. None 
were left over and there will be no 
reprints. If collectors can’t get them 
at a reasonable price, they should not 
buy until the speculators are ex- 
hausted.

The Westmount Stamp Club, which 
was recently selected a chapter of 
the American Philatelic Society, is 
holding an exhibition on May 15, 16 
and 17th, at Victoria Hall, West- 
mount. 

Exhibits from members of the club 
will be shown in both competitive 
and non-competitive clases, it being 
ruled that exhibits that won awards 
at “Capex” or at any other Inter- 
national Exhibition would not be 
eligible for competition. It is antici- 
pated that there will be a good show- 
ine of B.N.A. material that won 
awards at Toronto in the non-com- 
petitive class. 

The Club holds weekly meeting's 
every Thursday at Victoria Hall, 
Westmount at 8.00 p.m. (except dur- 
ing the summer months) and collec- 
tors visitine Montreal are always 
welcome at the meetings.

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N.Z. CENTENARY 


In April last the Auckland Phila- 
telic Society Inc., in response to a 
resolution of the Federation of N.Z. 
Philatelic Societies, held a special 
meeting, which was attended by rep- 
resentatives of all the Auckland Pro- 
vincial Societies, to discuss the hold- 
ing of an International Stamp Ex- 
hibition in Auckland, in 1955, to 
mark the centenary of New Zealand’s 
first postage stamps. 

This meeting unanimously decided 
that the Exhibition would be held and 
that it would be sponsored by the 
Auckland Philatelic Society Inc., (as 
the parent body) in conjunction with 
all Philatelic Societies in the Auck- 
land Province, Subsequently an Ex- 
hibition Committee was raised and 
the constitution of the Committee 
and the officers completed. 

After a thorough investigation the 
Site Committee arrived at the con- 
clusion that the only suitable build- 
ing in which to hold the Exhibition 
was the Auckland Town Hall. This 
decision having been made, the Town 
Hall and Concert Chamber were 
booked for the necessary period, July 
16-22, 1955. The Committee is now 
planning the lay-out of the Exhibi- 
tion stands, dealers’ stalls, ete.
